DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Drawing Objections 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 40: mechanical 
stops; 38: guide tube. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 14 of claim 1 a 
"forward slash" is present between the words "groundwater" and "product." Please replace with 
"and." Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7 appear to be allowable over the Prior Art of record, however objection to 
claim 1 must be corrected. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Coots, Maresca et all., Barmore et al., Fraser, Senghaas et al., Cornelius, Caccia, 
Zinsmeyer et al., Brun, Weable and Piere all disclose various aspects of the claimed invention, 
including the measurement of levels of dual-phase fluids, use of floats and pressure transducers. 

6. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters:
